The* entire membership 
of

house, for a change, was permitted 
to vote on the question of rejecting 
undesirable sections. 
Improvement 
of the bill by amendment, wras also 
allowed. 
Had 
the 
Cannon 
machine 
been 
working smoothly, a few’ men would 
have done the legislating instead of 
the entire membership of the house. 
I nder the regular Cannon system 
of gang rule, the railroad bill would 
have been reported from committee 
under a rule prohibiting the mem­ 
bership of the hoime from voting for 
or against amendment. 
Bad features 
of the bill could not have been elim­ 
inated. 
The entire measure, jokers and all, 
would have been forced down the 
throat of the house just as dictated 
by the railroad companies, and just 
as submitted by “Uncle Joe’s" Com­ 
mittee on 
Interstate and 
Foreign 
Commerce. 
This committee is pack­ 
ed with men who have been aided 
in coming to congress by the rail­ 
roads.

treaties 
against introduction of intoxicants. 
The 
attorney 
general 
then 
lists 
something over a thousand internal 
revenue license holders in the state 
of Oklahoma, nearly 150 such li­ 
censes; 
Shawnee, 50. Sapulpa, 21; 
McAlester, 15; Muskogee, 34; Chick­ 
asha, lo; Coalgate, 19; Bartlesville, 
19; Ardmore, 8; Lawton, only one;

act, whiskey was prohibited in

Indian Territory side of the state, 
and charge all the inter-state rail- 
roads of Oklahoma and express com- 
panies with openly and constantly

treaties 


against introduction of intoxicants. 


The attorney general

lists 


something over a thousand internal 
revenue license holders in the state 
of Oklahoma, nearly 150 such li- 
censes;

ELECTRICAL DISPLAY 


AT AMAIULLO. 


Amarlllo, Tex., May 17.—Accompa- 


nied by a lurid electrical display and 
thunder such as is seldom seen or 
heard in this portion of the state, 
Amarillo was visited by a record 
breaking rain yesterday at an ea-ly 
hour, which floded the streets, and 
sheets of water now remain upon 
some of the main thoroughfares.

The second case, relative to ship- 


ments of liquor into Oklahoma, states 
hat because of various Indian trea- 
ties, chiefly between 
the 
United 


States and components of the Five 
Civilized Tribes, and the 
enabling 


act, whiskey was prohibited in 
the 


Indian Territory side of the state, 
and charge all the inter-state rail- 
roads of Oklahoma and express .com- 
panies with openly and constantly 
violating 
the 
laws 
and 
treaties 


against introduction o£ intoxicants. 


The attorney general 
then 
lists 


something over a thousand internal 
revenue license holders in the state 
of Oklahoma, nearly 150 such 
li- 


censes; 
Shawnee, 50. Sapulpa, 2-1; 


McAlester, 15; Muskogee, 34; Chick- 
asha, 15; Coalgate, 19; Bartlesville, 
19; Ardmore, 8; Lawton, only one; 
Eufaula, 13; Enid, S; Klefer, Krebs 
and Lehigh, 8 to 19 each; Miami, 10; 
Tulsa, 42, and Wilburton, Wagoner 
and Vinitla, well represented. But 
few small towns that do not appear 
with from 1 to 6 licenses. To this 
original list, the attorney general 
adds a supplemental list, giving Ard- 
more 18 more; Anadarko 10 more; 
Bartlesville 
10 more; 
Guthrle 
20 


more; Holdenville and Kiefer with 
a healthy increase of 8 each; Law- 


adds 5; "Muskogee has 16 in the 


supplemental list; Mounds, 12. Nowa- 
ta 14; Oklahoma City, 88, many ot 
which are renewals and changes; 
Shawnee and Sapulpa, iwth 16 new 
ones each; Tulsa adds 27. 


Of all these, the attorney general 


says: "And further, the state of Ok- 
lahoma complains and says that va- 
rious persons In said state have made 
payment of the special tax required 
of liquor dealers under the laws ot 
the United States, which persons to- 
gether with their names and ad- 
dresses of each of the 1,000 odd per- 
sons.
